Orthodox Eastern Eu r o pean Coaau^U are 
running scared, and the sibjwt af their fear is that

The Soviet Union and its 
hard-line Communist allies - 
Poland. East Germany. Hun¬ 
gary and Bulgaria — are de¬ 
manding. In virtually unpre¬ 
cedented terms, that progres¬ 
sively liberal Czechoslovakia 
return to rigid dictatorial rule. 


The hard-liners — especially ' 
Poland and East Germany — 
are nervous about the Czech 
Communist party leadership's 
trend toward socialist democ¬ 
ratization. fearful it will create 
ferment in their regimented 
states. 

Czech reformers are afraid 
that the Soviet Union, if it 
can't pressure them to back 
down, will force them into sub¬ 
mission in the manner of 1S5*. 
when the U.S.S.R. crushed lib¬ 
eralism in Hungary.

In the apprehensive West, 
the word being used to des¬ 
cribe the situation is “grave.“* 

If mere pressure succeeds. 
East-West relations are bound 
to be strained. But if the 
U.S.S.R, uses its mifikury to 
return Czech conservatives to 
power, progress toward an 
East-West detente would suf¬ 
fer a severe blow.

The blow could even strike 
at efforts to achieve a set¬ 
tlement of the Vietnam war 
and the Middle East situa¬ 
tion. 

Western Communist sources 
In Moscow an reported deeply 
worried about the possibility of 
a head-on clash between the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslo¬ 
vakia.

U.S. officials in Washington 
•re said to be gravely con¬ 
tented. and one report says 
U S. diplomats have pointed 
out to Soviet officials that 
grave repercussions likely 
would result if force were 
used. And Britain has come 
out and slated bluntly that 
the U.S.S.R. should keep its 
bands off Czechoslovakia.

The policy - making central 
committee of the Chech party 
is due to meet today to ap¬ 
prove the Czech leadership's 
reply to a letter from the five 
hard-liners which denounces 
the trend in Chechoslovakia. 

The reply, denying there is 
anything “counter - revolution¬ 
ary" about the liberal course, 
warns that an attempt to re¬ 
store the conservatives would 
face ..“the resistance of the 
overwhelming majority of the 
nation.'*

The hard-liners* letter ordi¬ 
narily would have bean sent 
to the Chech party presidium 
or the president, reformist 
Alexander Duhcek. Instead, it 
went to the committee. 

The hud - liners, moving 
cautiously, may hope to un¬ 
dercut Dubcek through the 
committee Airing the regime 
of deposed Stalinist Antonin 
Novotny-

The New York Times quotes 
well-informed reform Commu¬ 
nists in Prague as hebrvtog 
that only 30 of the lit regular 
and 30 alternate committee 
members can be counted on 
for uptmt of the reforms.

A Czech party congress is 
scheduled for September. Dub¬ 
cek might call it to order 
much sooner m elect a new 


committee. Congress dele¬ 
gates. elected recently, would 
be expected to ensure a re¬ 
formist body. 


Meanwhile. Dubcek is count¬ 
ing on support fram Yugo¬ 
slavia. whose tough P resident

By M. V. (WSM T 
Oitdoor-grow-n lorn*tor* «rv com¬ 
paratively free from pests and doMnn. 

Occasionally tf* trim may be 
®*»med into lace cumins by u 
enormous caterpillar, and in a art 
season they may become infected with 
Ihe same bkghl that attacks their 
cousins, the potatoes. 

But the aesmnent of ills and 
critters that attack our cabbage* and 
kumpa aeem to give tomatoes a miss. 

This doesn't mean we are tone-free, 
•bough. We have tomato troubles — 
P*er*y of them — but by Infe. they are 
mostly man-made disorders; we just 
don't grow 'em right. 


Anyone who has ever pi th ed and 
ripened a green tomato to a cupbserd 
or a tatchen drawer should kanar better. 
The natural hahk cf the tomato plant is 
to carry its fruits inside a curtain of 
leaves, and to pull ott hew leaves is to 
"go agin nattae." 

The leave*, of course, need plenty af 
sunshine, but the fnats anil coker up 
niedy no matter how ha mrit y they am 
shaded by the foliage. 

Another of tins ■nemQrtog man-made 
disorders is the splitting of the fades, 
caused by sudden Changea la the 
moisture lu nte ut cf Ita soil.
